The question of just how far a fellowship such as the Gen- 
eral Association of Regular Baptist Churches can permit di- 
versity of views on the prophetic Scriptures is of tremendous 


importance. 


At the Philadelphia conference 
last May, the messengers to the 
General Association of Regular 
Baptist Churches—with the ex- 
ception of not more than three or 
four—stood to their feet, declaring 
that the position of the Associa- 
tion, so far as the rapture of the 
church is concerned, Was pre-tribu- 
lational. Despite this 99-99/100 
per cent unanimity on the pre- 
tribulation rapture of the church, 
however, there was a divided 
opinion as to the advisability of 
putting a positive statement to 
that effect in our articles of faith. 
The argument was that we should 
permit some latitude of interpre- 
tation in matters of prophecy. 


This writer, prior to the May 
conference and at the time of the 
conference, pointed out that, in 
his opinion, the matter of the post- 
tribulation rapture was not a 
minor matter aga it involved 
too. many items which 
would have to "he readjusted in 
order to make room for it. It was 
my opinion then, and still is, that 
the post-tribulation rapture opens 
the door wide for the a-millennial 
position. In fact, the a-millennial 
position is the next logical step 
for a post-tribulation rapturist to 
take. 


It now appears that the As- 
sociation is going to have to face 
the problem of a-millennialism. At 
a recent sectional meeting of part 
of our fellowship, in spite of the 
protests of the majority of the 
program committee, a proponent 
of the a-millennial view was 
placed on the program and for 
over an hour proceeded to pre- 
sent the a-millennial view. At the 
same time, he charged that those 
of us who hold the pre-millennial 
view were “following Jewish 
fables” and holding “silly” and

“ridiculous”’ 
return. 
The speaker insisted that the 
“kingdom” is spiritual and not 
material, utterly ignoring the fact 
that the Scripture declares that 
there are both. Hé declared that 
the “capital of the kingdom” was 
not in “an earthly Jerusalem.” 
He declared that there was abso- 
lutely no future for Israel, that 
God had spoken in final judgment, 
and Israel was forever done. He 
declared that all of the Old Testa- 
ment Scriptures which refer to the 
future restoration and blessing of 
Israel must be “spiritualized” and 
made to apply to a spiritual king- 
dom and not a material kingdom.

When we go to the dictionary, we 
find this definition: “Salvation is 
preservation or deliverance from 
destruction, danger or great ca- 
lamity.” Here is a man who is 
drowning—he is going down for 
the last time. Another man 
leaps in, pulls him out and 
rescues him. This is one type 
of salvation. Here is a_ child 
in a burning building. The 
flames are encompassing the child. 
A brave fireman rushes in and 
rescues this child. This is one type 
of salvation. Here is a business

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CHAPTER XIII 


HOW TO DEAL WITH THE DELUDED 


I. Roman Catholics 


1. Very few Roman Catholics 
have assurance of salvation, in- 
deed very few understand that it 
is our privilege to know that we 
have forgiveness of sins and 
eternal life. A good way then to 
deal with a Roman Catholic is to 
ask him if he knows that his sins 
are forgiven. Very likely he will 
say that he does not, and that no 
one else knows it either. Then 
you can show him that it is the 
believer’s privilege to know that 
he has forgiveness of sins. For 
this purpose use Acts 13:39, “By 
him all that believe are justified 
..’ and Ephesians 1:7: 


“In whom WH HAVE redemp- 
tion through his blood, THE FOR- 
GIVENESS OF SINS, according 
to the riches of his grace.” 

In a similar way, you can show 
him that it is our privilege to 
know that we have eternal. life. 
For this purpose use I John 5:13. 
Oftentimes when he is brought to 


see that it is our privilege to, 


know that we have forgiveness 
of sins and eternal life, he will 
desire to know it too, and will 
begin to see that we have some- 
thing that he does not possess. 
There is one point at which we 
always have the advantage in 
dealing with a Roman Catholic, 
namely, there is a peace and 
power in Christianity as we know 
it, that there is not in Christianity 
as he knows it, and he can be 
made to appreciate the difference. 

2. Another good way to deal 
with a Roman Catholic is to show 
him the necessity of the new birth, 
and what the new birth is. When 
the one with whom you are deal- 


ing tells you that he is a Roman 
Catholic, it: is well to ask him if 
he has been born again. Very 
likely he will say that he does not 
know what that means, (though 
oftentimes. Roman Catholics do 
talk about the new birth). Show 
him John 3:3-5, 7, and emphasize 
what Jesus says, that we must be 
born again. If he asks what the 
new birth is, show him the fol- 
lowing passages: 

“Thergfore if any man be in 
Christ, he is a new creature: old 
things are passed away; behold, 
all things are become new.’—II 
Corinthians 5:17. 

“Whereby are given unto us 
exceeding great and precious pro- 
mises: that by these ye might be 
PARTAKERS OF THE DIVINE 
NATURE, having escaped the cor- 
ruption that is im the world 
through lust.”—II Peter 1:4. 

“Then will I sprinkle clean 
water wpon you, and ye shall be 
clean: from all your filthiness, 
and from all your idols, will I 
cleanse .you. A NEW HEART 
ALSO WILL I GIVE YOU, and a 
new spirit will I put within you: 
and I will take away the stony 
heart out of your flesh, and I will 
give you an heart of flesh. And I 
will put my spirit within you, and 
cause you to walk in my statutes, 
and ye shall keep my judgments, 
and do them.”—-Ezekiel 36:25-27. 

Many Roman Catholics under- 
stand the new birth to mean bap- 
tism, and oftentimes if you ask a 
Roman Catholic if he has been 
born again, he will say “Yes,” and 
if you ask him when, he will tell

he has. He is facing bankruptcy. 
A friend comes to his rescue with 
a gift of money and the business 
is saved. This is one type of sal- 
vation. 

But the salvation which Christ 
offers to a sinner involves much 
more than this. A man who is lost 
and going down to death and Hell 
cries out in faith to Jesus Christ. 
The Saviour reaches down and 
lifts him up and saves him from 
Hell and eternal punishment. But 
salvation involves much more than 
this. It involves all that happens 
to a man from the time he trusts 
Christ until the time when he 
meets Him face to face in Glory, 
and even down throughout the end- 
less years of eternity. 


I. Salvation Is an Experience 


In the old days the preachers 
spoke of ‘‘an experience of grace.” 
They meant something had hap- 
pened between God and the sinner. 
They had met each other, the 
sinner had repented; he had placed 
his faith in Christ and God had 
forgiven him. If you have not had 
this experience, you have never 
been saved. 


John 1:12 says, “But as many as 
received him, to them gave he 


power to become the sons of God, 
even to them that believe on his 
name.” 

John 3:36 says, “He that be- 
lieveth on the Son hath everlast- 
ing life: and he that believeth 
not the Son shall not see lite;

says that Billy Sunday died a 
drunkard.” Surely you must have 
misunderstood Mr. A__----. There 
is not a particle of truth in such 
a statement. I knew Billy Sunday. 
When he was at Forth Worth, 
Texas, not long before he died, I 
was a guest with him at Univer- 
sity Club. He spoke on a radio 
program with me as Master of 
Ceremonies. Mrs. Sunday still lives 
and I know her well. I have been 
in their home at Winona Lake, 
Indiana. Mr. Sunday preached 
until he was stricken with his 
last illness. During the last five 
years of his life he held more 
meetings than any time before and 
had many more invitations than 
he could accept. He preached his 
last time in October, 1935, at 
Mishawaka, Indiana, and died a 
few. days afterward in Chicago. 
His funeral service was held in 
famous Moody Church, Chicago, 
and ‘the greatest Christian ‘lead- 
ers of the time took part in the 
funeral. 


One of the most famous sermons 
of Billy Sunday was “Get on the 
Water Wagon,” a sermon against 
liquor. He hated liquor and never

form after his conversion. 


The truth about Mr. Sunday’s 
last days is told clearly in the 
book by Homer Rodeheaver, his 
song leader, Twenty Years With 
Billy Sunday, and in the more 
recent book, A Giant ‘for God, by 
Rev. Melton Wright. The general 
facts were nationally known, pub- 
lished in all principal newspapers. 


Hence let me say outright that 
any suggestion that “Billy Sunday

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The Danger of A - millennialism 


(Continued from page 1) 


sand years and then have a re- 
bellion is silly and ridiculous’— 
totally ignoring Revelation 20:1-6. 
He presented the old view of a 
“general judgment.” Thus he pre- 
sented the a-millennial theory. 


Only one of the pastors present 
shared the imported speaker's 
views; but this one pastor, ad- 
dressing the assembly, said that 
he hoped the time would come 
when the GARBC would permit 
the acceptance of the a-millennial 
view within its framework of 
prophetic truth; that he would 
like to go on in fellowship with 
us, but if he had to discontinue 
that fellowship, it would be be- 
cause we had forced him out! 


This writer feels that it is im- 
portant that the a-millennial posi- 
tion be thoroughly § scrutinized 
and once and forever set aside as 
totally unacceptable and wunper- 
missible within the limits of a pre- 
millennial fellowship. We would 
therefore like to present the fol- 
lowing arguments in the matter. 

The work of our Lord seems 
naturally to fall into three divi- 
sions, namely, Prophet, Priest and 
King. 

The office of a prophet is to 
declare God’s message to man. 
The office of a priest is to enter 
God’s presence for man. The office 
of a king is to rule. 

In connection with our subject 
and leading up to it, we might 
ask, first, was there any literalism 
in connection with His first advent 
on His mission as 


Prophet 


Did He come literally in accord- 
ance with prophecy, or were the 
prophetical utterances concerning 
this event to be interpreted spirit- 
ually? Let us examine the Scrip- 
tures. 

Isaiah 7: 14, “A virgin shall con- 
ceive, and bear a son, and shall 
call his name Immanuel.” Here is 
a statement far more susceptible 
to “spiritualizing” than any other 
passage referring to His second 
advent could ever be. Here is a 
statement that every law of nature, 
every law of man, and every law 
of science would at once declare 
untrue and impossible. There was 
positively no way under Heaven 
whereby a virgin could give birth 
to a child. Therefore, they could 
well have said, “This is to be in- 
terpreted as a spiritual birth.” 
And yét, some seven hundred years 
later that very event occurred— 
a woman gave birth to a child and 
was still a virgin. 

Micah 5:2 declares that He was 
to be born in Bethlehem of Judea, 
which was literally fulfilled. 

Zechariah 9:9 declared that 
Zion’s king should come unto them 
riding ‘upon a colt, the foal of an 
ass.”’ Witness its literal fulfillment 
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in the PaaS triumphal entry 
into Jerusalem some five hundred 
years later. 


In connection with this passage, 
Zechariah 9:9, it might be inter- 


‘esting to note its connection with 


its New Testament fulfillment. It 
will be recalled that Jesus told His 
disciples to go into a certain vil- 
lage where they would find a colt 
tied at the parting of the ways, 
and to loose him and bring him to 
Jesus. If anyone interfered, they 
were to be told that ‘“‘The Lord 
hath need of him.” 


We might ask—why did the 
Lord have need of him? Surely He 
did not need him as an absolute 
necessity to His entry into Jeru- 
salem. He could have walked, or 
He could have ridden in convey- 
ances of many kinds. Why then, 
this peculiar insistence upon. the 
colt whereon never man sat? The 
logical reason is that the Lord had 
need of this: colt with which to 
literally fulfill Zechariah 9:9. 


Psalm 41:9 declares that His 
own familiar friend, with whom 
He had eaten bread, would be- 
tray Him. Witness its literal ful- 
fillment in John 13:18, “... but 
that the Scripture may be ful- 
filled, He that eateth bread with 
me hath lifted up his heal against 
me,” 


Psalm 22 is a glaring example 
of prophetic literalism. Verse 1, 
“My God, my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me?” is the very dicta- 
tion of Calvary’s cry of rejection. 
Verse 16 is the picture of pierced 
hands and feet, and was cruelly 
literal in its fulfillment. Verse 
17 was fulfilled in, Luke 23:35. 
Practically this entire Psalm is a 
word ‘picture of the crucifixion 
of our Lord; and this, too, before 
the empire that inaugurated 
crucifixion as the method of in- 
flicting the death penalty upon 
criminals was even in existence. 
No man ever lived who filled this 
picture but Christ. 


Psalm 69:21 is specific as to| 


what should be given Him to 
drink on the cross. As to literal 
disturbances in the heavens, we 
read in Amos 8:9, “And it shall 
come to pass in that day, saith the 
Lord God,-that I will cause the 
sun to go down at noon, and I 
will darken the earth in the clear 
day.”’ For its fulfillment see Mat- 
thew 27:45, “Now from the sixth 
hour there was darkness over all 
the land unto the ninth hour.” 
In the book of Matthew alone 


‘we have enough statements to 


convince anyone of prophetic lit- 
eralism. Matthew 1:22; 23, “Now 
all this was done, that it might 
be fullfilled which was spoken of 
the Lord by the prophet, saying, 
Behold, a. virgin shall be with 
child, and shall bring forth a son, 
and they shall call his name Em- 
manuel, which being interpreted 
is, God with us.” 

Matthew 2:14, 15, “When. he 
arose, he took the young child and 
his mother by night, and departed 
into Egypt: And was there until 
the death of Herod: that is might 
be fulfilled which was spoken of 
the Lord by the prophet, saying, 
Out of Egypt have I called my 
Son.” 

Matthew 2:17, 18, “Then was 
fulfilled that which was spoken by 
Jeremy the prophet, saying, In 
Rama was there a voice heard, 
lamentation, and weeping, and 
great mourning, Rachel weeping 
for her children, and would not be 
comforted, because they are not.” 

Matthew 2:23, “And he came 
and dwelt in a cit¥ called Nazar- 
eth: that it might be fulfilled 
which was spoken by the prophets, 
He shall be called a Nazarene.” 

Matthew 8:16, 17, “and he... 
healed all that were sick: that it 
might be fulfilled which was 
spoken by.Esaias, the prophet, say- 
ing, Himself took our infirmities, 
and bare our sicknesses.”’ 

Matthew 12:17, “That it might 
be fulfilled which was spoken by 
Esaias saying, Behold my servant, 
whom I have chosen; my beloved 
in whom my soul is well pleased: 
[ will put my spirit upon him, 
and he shall show judgment to 
the Gentiles.” 

Matthew 13:34, 35, “All these 
things spake Jesus unto the mul- 
titude in parables; and without 
a parable spake he not unto them: 
that it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by the prophet, saying, 
I will open my mouth in parables; 


I will utter things which have 
been kept secret from the founda- 
tion of the world.” 

Matthew 26 :54 and 56, “But how 
then shall the Scriptures be ful- 


+filled that. thus it must be? But 


all this was done that the scrip- 
tures of the prophets might .be 
fulfilled.” 

Matthew 27:9, “Then was ful- 
filled that which was spoken by 
Jeremy the prophet, saying, And 
they took thirty pieces of silver, 
the price of him that was valued, 
whom they of the children of 
Israel did value, and gave them 


appointed me.” 


Matthew 27:35, “And they cru- 
cified him, and parted his gar- 
ments, casting lots: that it might 
be fulfilled which was spoken by 
the prophet, They parted my gar- 
ments among them, and upon my 
vesture did they cast lots.” 


Also in John 19:32-37, ‘Then 
came the soldiers, and brake the 
legs of the first, and of the other 
which was crucified with him. But 
when they came to Jesus, and 
saw that he was dead already, 
they brake not his legs: But one 
of the soldiers with a spear pierced 
his side, and forthwith came there 
out blood and water... For these 
things were done, that the scrip- 
ture should be fulfilled, A bone 
of him shall not be broken. And 
again another scripture saith, They 
shall look on him whom they 
pierced.” 

Thus we establish the fact that 
literalism and the advent of our 
Lord as the Prophet of God can- 
not be denied. 

Second. We might ask the same 
question in regard to His ministry 
as 


Priest 


Is His intercession literal or 
spiritual? Yea, is the Intercessor 
Himself literal or spiritual? 

Surely no one cares to deny the 
literalness of His intercession, and

as to the Intercessor we read, 

. there is one God, and one 
mediator between God and men, 
the man (not the spirit) Christ 
Jesus.” 

If literalism, then, attends the 
person and work of Christ as 
Prophet and Priest, we should be 
led at least to suspect that liter- 
alism should attend Him as 


King 

He came the first time accord- 
ing to prophecy; why not the 
second time according to proph- 
ecy? If prophecy was correct and 
infallible the first time, and was 
to the most minute detail fulfilled 
the first time, why not the second 
time? If prophecy was worthy of 
literal construction and absolute 
belief when it spoke of the first 
advent of Jesus Christ, why is it 
not now to be literally construed; 
and why is it not worthy of abso- 
lute belief when it speaks of the 
second advent? I appeal to you: 
if the evidence and the witness are 
unimpeached in the first two 
parts of the case, how are you 
going to impeach the same wit- 
nesses in the third and last part of 
the case? 

When you have accepted their 
credibility and admitted their in- 
fallibility, and when both have 
been proved to be true in the first 
two parts, how are you going to 
discredit them when they speak of 
the third event in the life°of the 
same Person about whom they are 
testifying? 

All these prophecies foretelling 
the first coming of Christ were 
fulfilled to the letter. Why not be- 
lieve it when it tells of His second 
advent? 

In connection with  literalism 
and the Second Coming, I would 
like to ask how my a-millennial 
friends get around such Scrip- 


tures as those dealing, for in- 


for the potter’s field, as the Lord |‘ 


stance, with Israel’s restoration. 
Look for a moment at II Samuel 
7:10, 13, 14, 15 and 16. “More- 
over I. will appoint a place for 
my people Israel, and will plant 
them, that they may dwell in a 


place of their own, and move no 


more; neither shall the children 
of wickedness afflict them any 
more, as beforetime...He shall 
build an house for my name, and 
I will establish the throne of his 
kingdom forever. I will be _ his 
father, and he shall be my son.. 
If he commit iniquity, I will 
chasten him with the rod of men 
. But my mercy shall not depart 
away from him... And thine house 
and thy kingdom shall be estab- 
lished forever before thee: thy 
throne shall be established for- 
ever,” 


Herein we have 
points of the Davidic covenant; 
namely, that David should have a 
posterity, a throne and a kingdom, 
all three of which were to be for- 
ever. In Psalm 89:28-37 we have 
the renewal of this same covenant, 
only made more binding by the 
addition of an oath, “My mercy 
will I keep for him for evermore, 
and my covenant shall stand fast 
with him. His seed also will I 
make to endure forever, and his 
throne as the days of heaven. If 


‘his children forsake my law, and 


walk not in my judgments; If 
they break my statutes, and keep 
not my commandments; Then will 
I visit their transgression with the 
rod, and their iniquity with stripes. 
Nevertheless my loving kindness 
will I not utterly take from him, 
nor suffer my faithfulness to fail. 
My covenant will I not break, 
nor alter the thing that is 
gone out of my lips. Once 
have I sworn by my _holi- 
ness that I will not le unto 
David. His seed shall endure for- 
ever, and his throne as the sun 
before me. It shall be established 
forever as the moon, and as a 
faithful witness in heaven.” ° 
You will note in the above Scrip- 
ture that God does not say that He 
will revoke the covenant if Israel 
becomes disobedient. He says that 
He will not even alter the coven- 
ant. Moreover, He takes an oath, 
in view of His own holiness; and 
that wnaltered covenant—calling 
for a throne, a kingdom and a 


|| posterity—shall be forever. 


When a man utters a falsehood, 
he is a liar. When a man utters a 
falsehood and swears to it he be- 
comes a perjurer. The man who 
has been proved guilty of perjury 
is incapacitated for offering testi- 
mony on any case in any court in 
all the land. He is noted in the 
records as. a man who cannot be 
believed under oath. It not only 
invalidates his testimony in con- 
nection with the thing to which 
he swore, but puts any statement 
of his in regard to anything in 
the realm of doubt. 

My friends who would say that 
there is no future for Israel and 
that Christ, who is of the seed of 
David and the last legal heir to 
David’s throne, shall never sit 


upon that throne, virtually (al- 
though I believe, unconsciously) 
charge God with perjury; for if 


Israel has no.future and the only 
throne that Christ will ever have 
is the throne in the hearts of 
people, then most assuredly per- 
jury is the word! 

And if perjury is the word here 
in this case, then there can be no 
reliance placed in such Scriptures 
as, “Come unto me all ye that 
labor and are heavy laden and I 
will give you rest’’... “Whosoever 
cometh unto me I will in no wise 
cast out”... “He that believeth on 
me hath passed from death unto 
life,” for they were uttered by 
a perjurer. 

Let us look again at Hosea 3:4, 
2, Which reads as follows, “For the 
children of Israel shall abide many 
days without a king, and without 


a prince, and without a sacrifice,. 


and without an image, and with- 
out an ephod, and without tera- 
phim: afterward shall the children 
of Israel return, and seek the 
Lord their God, and David their 
king; and shall fear the Lord and 
his goodness in the latter days.” 

Now in connection with verse 4, 
my a-millennial brethren are hard 
put, for history cannot be con- 
troverted. The fact is, since the 
days of Babylonian captivity, the 
children of Israel have been with- 
out king or prince. Since A. D. 
70. they have been without sacri- 
fice (at least legal sacrifice), for 
God has said that the only place 
for the offering of Jewish sacri-

fices was on the altar in the 
‘Temple of Jerusalem, which .was 
destroyed at the time mentioned. 
The inspired prophet says. also 
they will be. without an image. 
Time was when Israel.-was the 
most idolatroOus nation on the 
earth, but since the Babylonian 
captivity idols have been conspicu- 
ous for their absence in Jewish 
homes. 

Have the. children of . Israel 
abode many days without a king? 
They have. And without a prince? 
They have. And without a Sacri- 
fice? They have. And without an 
image? They have. And without 
an ephod? They have—witness 
history. 

If verse 4 found literal fulfill- 
ment, from whence comes. the 
authority for saying that verse 5 
spiritual—“Afterward shall the 
children of Israel return, and seck 
the Lord their God, and David 
their king; and shall fear the 
Lord and his goodness in the lat- 
ter days’? 


Let us look again at Isaiah 11:> 


11, 12, “And it shall come to pass 
in that day, that the Lord shall 
set his hand again the second time 
to recover the remnant of. his 
people, which shall be left, from 
Assyria, and from Egypt, and from 
Pathros, and from Cush, and from 
Elam, and from:.Shinar, and from 
Hamath, and from the islands of 
the sea. And he shall set up an 
ensign for the nations, and shall 
assemble the outcasts of Israel, 
and gather together the dispersed 
of Judah from the four corners of 
the earth.” 

Again let us see Serenitah Zo: 


5-8. “Behold, the-days come, saith 


the Lord, that I will raise unto 
David a righteous Branch, and 
a King shall reign and prosper, and 
shall execute judgment and just- 
ice in the earth. In his day Judah 
shall be saved, and Israel shall 
dwell safely: and this is his name 
whereby -he shall be called, The 
Lord our Righteousness. 
“Therefore, behold, the days 
come, saith the Lord, that they 
shall no more say, The Lord liveth, 
which brought up the children of 
Israel out’ of the land of Egypt; 
but, ‘The Lord liveth, which 


brought up and which led the seed | 
of the house of Israel out of the/ 


north . country, and from all 
countries whither I. had driven 
them; and they shall dwell in their 
own land.” 


Jeremiah 32:37-41, “Behold, I 
will gather them out of all coun- 
tries, whither I have driven them 
in mine anger, and in my fury, and 
in great wrath; and I will bring 
them again unto this place, and 
I will cause them to dwell safely: 
And they shall be my people, and 
I will be their God;...And I will 
make ane everlasting covenant 
with them, that I will not turn 
away from them, to do them good; 
but I will put my fear in their 
hearts, that they shall not depart 
from me. Yea, I will rejoice over 
them to do them good, and I will 
plant them in this land assuredly 
with my whole heart and with my 
whole soul.” 


Israel’s Literal Restoration 


Many passages from the Old 
and New ‘Testaments, including 
Paul’s Epistle to the Romans, 
could be cited to prove Israel’s 
eternal and unconditional election, 
as Well as the future literal restor- 
ation to glory. But the following 
statements and facts will suffice. 

First: God regards the people of 
Israel with changeless mercies. 

Confirmatory Scripture—lIsaiah 
54: 10, “For the mountains shall 
depart, and the hills be removed; 
but my kindness shall not depart 
from thee, neither shall the coven- 
ant of my peace be removed, saith 
the Lord that hath mercy on 
thee.” Herein we are told that the 
mountains and hills will be moved 
sooner than God’s mercy for Israel 
will fail. 


Second: The. chastisement of 
Israel, though prolonged and 
severe, is but temporary. 

Confirmatory Scripture—Isaiah 
34:7-9, “For a small moment have 
I forsaken thee; but with great 
mercies will I gather thee. In a 
little wrath I hid my face from 
thee for a moment; but with ever- 
lasting kindness will I have mercy 
on thee, saith the Lord thy Re- 
deemer. For this is as the waters 
of Noah unto me: for as I have 
sworn that the waters of Noah 
should no more go over the earth; 
so have I sworn that I would not 
be wroth with thee, nor rebuke 
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thee.” That is to say, that the 
temporary rejection of Israel by 
Jehovah is likened unto the tem- 
porary deluge of the flood; and 


as truly as the waters of Noah’s 


flood subsided, so surely will God’s 
rejection of Israel pass. over. 


Third: God will never cast off 
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His people forever. 


Confirmatory Scripture—Jere- 
Miah 31:37, “Thus saith the Lord; 
If heaven above can be measured, 
and the foundations of the earth 
searched out beneath, I will also 
cast off all the seed of Israel for 
all that they have done, saith the 
Lord.” 


When the a-millennialists have 
measured the immeasurable 
heavens and penetrated the im- 
penetrable foundations. of the 
earth, then, saith the Lord, they 
can talk with some degree of 
confident assurance about there 
being ‘no future for Israel.” 


Fourth: The covenant made 
with David by which a ruling pos- 
terity was assured to him is irre- 
futable. 

Confirmatory Scripture——Jere- 
miah 33:20, 21, “Thus saith the 
Lord; If ye can break my coven- 
ant of the day, and my covenant 
of the night, and that there should 
not be day and night in their 
season: Then may also my coven- 
ant be broken with David my ser- 
vant, that he should not have a 
son to reign upon his throne; 
and with the Levites the priests, 
my ministers.” 

When the a-millennialists can 
say to the night, “Be stayed” and 
light shall continue, and can say 


to the rising sun, “Remain seated” 
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and darkness shall cover the land, 
thus breaking the covenant of day 
and night, then, and not until 
then, can they start in to break 
the Davidic: Covenant! 

Fifth: God will magnify and 
dignify the posterity of David and 
the tribe of Levi. 

Confirmatory Scripture—Jere- 
miah 33:22, “As. the host. of 
heaven cannot be numbered, 
neither the sand _ of the 
sea measured: so will I multiply 
the seed of David my servant, and 
the Levites that minister unto 
me.” 

The innumerable stars and the 
immeasurable sand are certainly 
void of susceptibility to spiritualiz- 
ing. 

Sixth: The promise concerning 
the land and the people of Israel 
will be literally fulfilled. 

Confirmatory Scripture—T his 
fact is confirmed by the literalness 
of the judgments which have fal- 
len upon the land and the people. 
No “spiritualizer” will deny the 
literalness of the judgments 
which have fallen and are falling 
upon Israel. Therefore, why seek 
to rob them of the blessing which 
is theirs by “‘spiritualizing” their 
Scripture and giving the booty to 
the church? Jeremiah 31:28 says, 
“And it shall come to pass, that 
like as I have watched over them, 
to pluck up, and to break down, 
and to throw down, and to destroy, 
and to afflict; so will I watch 
over them, to build, and to plant, 
saith the Lord.” 

Jeremiah 32:42 says, “For thus 
saith the Lord; Like as I. have 
brought all this great evil upon 
this people, so will I bring upon 
them all the good that I have 
promised them.” 

Seventh: The continual exist- 
ence of the people of Israel is 
divinely guaranteed and main- 
tained. 

Confirmatory Scripture—Jere- 
miah 31:35, 36, “Thus saith the 
Lord, which giveth the sun for a 
light by day, and the ordinances 
of the moon and of the stars for 
a light by night, which divideth 
the sea when the waves thereof 
roar;...If those ordinances de- 
part from before me, saith the 
Lord, then the seed of Israel also 
shall cease from being a nation 
before me forever.” 

God says that the regularity of 
the planetary and tidal motion of 
the material universe is’ equaled 
only by the continuity of the na- 
tional ‘existence of Israel. 


“Spiritualizing” 

Let us turn to Luke 1:31-33 and 
see where this “spiritualizing”’ 
theory would naturally lead us. 
This Seripture reads as_ follows, 
“And behold, thou shalt conceive 
in thy womb, and bring forth a

son, and shalt call his name Jesus. 
He shall be great, and shall be 
called the Son of the Highest: and 
the Lord God shall give unto him 
the throne of his father David: 
And he shall reign over the house 
of Jacob for ever; and of his king- 
dom there shall be no end.” 


Now the pre’s and the a’s agree 
(providing they are orthodox) as 
to the literalness of the first five 
items. The last three items, how- 
ever, the a-millennialist tells us 
must be “spiritualized.” They in- 
terpret the entire passage as fol- 
lows: “Thou shalt conceive in thy 
womb”’—literal—“And bring forth 
a son’—literal—‘“And shall call 
his name Jesus”—literal. ““He shall 
be great’’—literal—‘“‘shall be called 
the son of the Highest’’—literal. 
“And the Lord God shall give 
unto him the throne of his father 
David’’—spiritual. “And of his 
kingdom there shall be no end’— 
spiritual kingdom. 

I would like to ask my a-millen- 
nial brethren where they get their 
authority to switch from the lit- 
eral to the spiritual. Hither the 
entire passage is literal or the 


entire passage is spiritual! If the 
a-millennialists insist that from 
the colon on this passage is 
spiritual, then I insist that to he 
honest in their interpretation they 
must revert to spiritualizing all 
that goes before the colon. How- 
ever, I am sure that they will not 
care to do this, because then they 
will be forced to put upon this 
Scripture the same interpretation 
that Mrs. Mary Baker-Glover- Pat- 
terson-Eddy puts upon it when she 
says, 
ceived the divine idea of God and 
gave to her ideal the name Jesus.” 


The literalism of this passage 
is conclusively proven to open 
minds by the literalness of the 
thing promised. If the “throne of 
David” in the centuries past was 


a spiritual throne in the hearts of | 


the Israelites, then we must ac- 
cept the theory that the throne of 
David given to Christ is likewise 
a spiritual throne in the hearts 
of the people; but if, on the other 
hand, the throne of David was a 
literal throne in a literal city on a 
literal earth, then when Jehovah 
says that this is what is to he 
given to Christ, why fly in the 
face of history with a perverted 
spiritualized interpretation?

the last breath and then your eye- 
lids will close in death. They will 
bury your body in a casket; but 
if you are a Christian, your soul, 
your spirit, the real you, will soar 
out to be with Christ, redeemed 


This means that we will reach up 
to Him in prayer and He will reach 
down to us through the Bible. 
Prayer is man talking to God, 
and Bible reading is God talking 
to man. 


You go into a telephone booth 
and leave the door open while you 
call a friend. While that door is 
open, you cannot hear your friend 
and he cannot hear you. When the 
door is shut, you can hear each 
other perfectly. The world presses 
in upon us. The noises of the earth 
fill the air, but we can go to the 
secret closet, close the door, read 
the Bible and pray, and form a 
direct connection with God. Thus

III. Salvation Works Out in 
Exercise 


If a new-born baby lies perfect- 
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the soul will grow. 


Then, there is the public exer- 
cise of Christian service. Most 
people think Christian service 
means teaching a class or sing- 
ing in the choir. If you can do 
these things you ought to do 
them. But the majority of people 
are not able to do these things. 
Does that leave you out? No, you 
can do something else for the 
Lord. You can bring a neighbor to 
hear the Gospel; you can visit an 
absentee and tell him that you 


missed him at church. You can 


speak cordially to people at the 
close of the service. You can hand 
out bulletins at the church door. 
There are dozens of things which 
you can do for the Lord. 

In a certain battle a_ soldier 
became detached from his own 
company. Runfling up to an officer, 
he cried out, “What must I do?” 

“Fall in anywhere,” said the of- 
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pressed Is Exaltation 


To exalt means to lift up; so we 
see that part of our salvation is 
the lifting up of Christ in our 
lives. Why is it that Christianity 
doesn’t advance faster than it 
does? Why is it that so many 
people around us never go to 
church and seem to have abso- 
lutely no thought for spiritual 
matters? Could it be because you 
and I are not what we ought to 
be? Could it be that they do not 
see Christ in us? Could it be that 
they do not see any difference 
between our lives and theirs? 


If you and I exalted Christ as 
we should, we would be so dif- 
ferent that the sinner would say, 
“He has something wonderful 
within. He has something that 
gives him happiness and joy and 
usefullness. I do not have that 
something, but I would like to 
have it.” I wonder if anybody 
ever looked at you and said, “‘He 
is a wonderful Christian—I wish 
I could be like him’? 


A Chinese Christian came to one 


tof our missionaries and said, “I 
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him the question, “Which dog 
wins?” And the Indian wisely re- 
plied, ‘““The one that I say ‘sic em’ 
to.” 


A preacher got on a city bus, 
gave the driver a dollar and re- 
ceived the change in silver in his 
hand. He walked to the back of 
the bus and. counted the silver 
and found that he had ten cents 
too much. Realizing that the mo- 
ney was not his, he went back to 
the driver and handed him the 
dime, saying, “You gave me too 
much change.” The driver replied, 
“Yes, I know I did. I watched you 
in the mirror and I knew you real- 
ized that I had overpaid you. You 
do not know me, but I know that 
you are a preacher. I was just 
trying a little experiment. If you 


have had any more confidence in 
preachers.” Somebody is always 
watching us. What if we don’t live 
like Christians every ,day? 


We must live in a high spiritual 
altitude. We must live close to God 
every day. We should let every 
word and every deed be one which 
exalts Christ. Our lives are to be a 
silent witness, telling the world 
of the greatness and wonders of 
our Saviour, 


V. Salvation Is an Extension 


What do I mean by that? I mean 
that if you are a Christian, God 
will extend His hand of help down 
to you. When a Christian comes 
to pray in the name of Christ and 
according to the will of God, He 
reaches down a helping hand. 
When sorrow comes, He bends low 
to comfort, saying, “Let not your 
heart be troubled.’’ When we need 
guidance He says, “If any of you 
lack wisdom, let him ask of God, 
that giveth to all men liberally, 
and upraideth not; and it shall 
be given unto him.” When we have 
Sinned and need forgiveness, He 
says, “If we confess our sins, he 
is faithful and just to forgive us 
our sins and to cleanse us from all 
unrighteousness.” 

God does not save us, then leave 
us to walk alone. He goes with us 
every step of the way. He says, 
“T will never leave thee nor for- 
Sake thee.” It is wonderful to be 
saved. It is more wonderful to 
have the daily companionship of 
the One who saved you. We can 
lean all of our weight upon God. We 
can trust the everlasting arms. 
The One who made Heaven and 
earth, the One who has all power, 
the One who can do all things, is 
ready to help you in time of need. 
So you see that salvation is an 
extension—it is God’s extending 
a hand of help to the believer. 


VI. Salvation Is an 
Expectation 

I have heard people say, “I 
have nothing to live for.” That is 
certainly true of one who does 
not know Christ. But a Christian 
has something to live for—he is 
looking forward to something real- 
ly wonderful. If this world is all, 
if we die and that is the end, it 
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by His blood. As Paul said, you 
will be absent from the body and 
present with the Lord. “For to me 
to. live is Christ, and to die is 
gain.’ Oh, if you live for Christ, 
you gain everything when you die! 
Yes, death may come sooner than 
you expect it. Are you ready for 
it? 

The other avenue which leads 
to Heaven is the coming of Christ 
in the air. The Bible plainly tells 
us that He will come in the air 
to take up His saints. If you are 


still living at that time, you will 


never go through the experience 
of death. Listen to I Thessalonians 
4:16.17: “For the Lord himself 
shall. descend from heaven with a 
shout, with thé voice of the arch- 
angel, and with the trump of God: 
and the dead in Christ shall rise 
first: Then we which are alive 
and remain shall be caught up to- 
gether with them in the clouds, 
to meet the Lord in the air: and 
so shall we ever be with the Lord.” 


On the dial of a great clock 
in Germany are these words, “One 
of these hours the Lord is com- 
ing.” It may be in the morning, 
it may be at midday, it may be 
in the evening, it may be at mid- 
night. We know that some day 
we must meet Him. Are you ready 
to meet Him? There is just ene 
way ‘to get ready and that is 
through trusting Him and His 
blood to save you. 

A sign in Korea bore these 
words, “The precious blood of the 
gallant officers and men of the 
Seventh Cavalry Regiment has 
made it possible for you to be 
here.” There are no such signs 
in Heaven. But if there were, 
certainly one of them would read 
as'follows: ‘“‘The precious blood of 
the Lord Jesus Christ, shed on 
Calvary’s cross, has made it pos- 
sible for you to be here.” 


What then does salvation mean? 
(1) It is an experience between 
a sinner and God. (2) It properly 
leads to an expression of faith in 
Christ. (3) It is exercising Chris- 
tian service. (4) It is the exal- 
tation of Christ in a good life. 
(5) It is the extension of God's 
hand along life’s pilgrim way. (6) 
It is an expectation of better 
things to come. 

David Livingstone died in Afri- 
ca. His body was sent to London 
for burial in Westminster Abbey. 
His funeral procession was one of 
the greatest London ever saw. A 
shabbily dressed man pushed his 
way toward the front of the crowd 
for a better view. The people re- 
buked him for elbowing his way 
toward the front, and he said to 
them, “I have a right to see 
David Livingstone. I knew him 
better than any of you. We went 
to Sunday School together. But 
he decided for Christ and I de- 
cided against Him.” = 

One man became a bum; the 
other man became one of. the 
world’s greatest souls. Friends, it 
makes all the difference in the 
world and in the world to come 
as to what you do with Jesus 
Christ. What is your decision? 
Don’t you want this glorious sal- 
vation? 

—THE END— 
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you at his baptism. It will then 
be necessary to show him that 
baptism is not the new birth. For 
this purpose use I Corinthians 4: 
p bs 

“For though ye have ten thou- 
sand instructors m Christ, yet have 
ye not many fathers: for in Christ 
Jesus I have begotten you through 
the gospel,” 

Here Paul tells the believers in 
Corinth that in Christ Jesus he 
had begotten them through the 
Gospel. If the new birth meant 
baptism, he must have baptized 
them, but in I Corinthians 1:14 
he declares he had not baptized 
them. 

Or ‘you can say, “No, baptism 
‘js not the new birth, for I can 
show you a person who we are 
told was baptized, and yet St. 
Peter told him he had not been 
‘born again. Then turn to Acts 8: 
es i. 3 

“Then Simon himself believed 

also: and when he was baptized, 
he continued with Philip, and 
wondered, beholding the miracles 
and signs which were done.” 
- When you have made it clear 
that: Simon had been baptized, 
turn to Peter’s statement in the 
‘2ist to the 23rd verses, to show 
that he had not been born again. 
It is well to go a step further 
and show the inquirer what the 
Bible evidences of the new birth 
are. For this purpose use the fol- 
lowing passages: 

“If ye know that he is righteous, 
ye know that every one that doeth 
righteousness is born of him.’— 
I John 2:29, 


“Whosoever is boru of God doth 
mot commit sin; for his seed re- 
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maineth in him: and he cannot 
sin, because he is born of God. 


“We know that we have passed 
from death unto life, because we 
love the brethren. He that loveth 
not his brother abideth in death. 


“But whoso hath this world’s 
good, and seeth his brother have 
need, and shutteth up his bowels 
of compassion from him, how 
dwelleth the love of God in him?” 
—I John 3:9, 14, 17. 


If the inquirer is sufficiently 
interested, he will now want to 
know how to be born again. This 
question is answered in: 


“But AS MANY AS RECEIVED 
HIM, to them gave he power to 
become the sons of God, even to 
them that believe on his name.” 
—John 1:12, 

“Being born again, not of cor- 
ruptible seed, but of incorruptible, 
BY THE WORD OF GOD, which 
liveth and abideth for ever.’—I 
POT, 1 tees 

“Of his own will begat he us 
WITH THE WORD OF TRUTH, 
that we should be a kind of first- 
fruits of his creatures.’—James 
1:18. 

3. A third way of dealing with 
a Roman Catholic is to use Acts 
3:19. 

“Repent ye therefore, and be 
converted, that your sins may be 
blotted out, when the times of re- 
freshing shall come from the pres- 
ence of the Lord.” 

This shows the necessity of re- 
pentance and conversion in order 
that our sins may be blotted out. 
What repentance is will be shown 
by Isaiah 55:7 and Jonah 3:10: 

“Let the wicked forsake his way, 
and the unrighteous man _ his 
thoughts: and let him return 
unto the Lord, and he will have 
mercy upon him; and to our God, 
for he will abundantly pardon.” 

“And God saw their works, that 
they turned from their evil way; 
and God repented of the evil, that 
he had said that he would do unto 
them; and he did it not.” 

In a similar way Acts:16:31°can 


|be used to show that the way to 


be saved is by simply believing on 
the Lord Jesus. Christ; then to 
show what it is to believe on 
the Lord Jesus Christ, use John 
1:12 and II Timothy 1:12. 


4. Another good text to use in 
dealing with Roman Catholics, 
and one which comes right at the 
heart of their difficulties, is I 
Timothy 2:5: 

“For there is one God, and ONE 
MEDIATOR BETWEEN GOD 
AND MEN, the man Christ 
Jesus.” 

The Roman Catholic, if he is a 
true Roman Catholic, is always 
seeking some mediator beside 
Jesus Christ, and this verse de- 
clares expressly that there is but 
‘one mediator between God and 
men, the man Christ Jesus,” and 
not the priests or saints or the 
Virgin Mary or any one else. 
Sometimes it is well to follow this 
up with I Timothy 4:1-3, but it 


iis not well as a rule to use this 


passage until one has made some 
headway. 

It is also well to show the ad- 
vantage of Bible study, for as a 
rule the Roman Catholic does. not 
study his Bible at all, and in many 
cases is practically forbidden by 
the priest to study it. For this 
purpose use John 5:39; I Peter 
9:1, 2: It ‘Timothy  3:13-17; 
James 1:21, 22; Psalm 1:1, 2; 
Joshua 1:8; Mark 7:7, 8, 13; Mat- 
thew 22:29. These texts, except 
the one in I Peter 2:1, 2 are all 
practically the same in the Douay 
or Roman Catholic Bible as they 
are in the Protestant Bible. 


5. Still another way to deal 
with a Roman Catholic is to use 
the same method that you would 
with any sinner who does not 
realize his need of a Saviour, and 
has no real eoncern about his 
salvation (See Chapters VI and 
XII), that is to awaken a sense 
that he is a sinner and needs 
Christ. This as a rule is the best 
way if you can get the Roman 
Catholic to listen to you. 

Many people think there is no 
use talking with Roman Catholics, 
that they cannot be brought to 
Christ. This is a great mistake. 
Many of them are longing for 
something they do not find in the 
Roman Catholic Church, and if 
yeu can show them from the Word 
of God how to find it, they come 
very easily, and make some of the 


best Christians. Always be sure of 
one thing, do not attack the Ro- 
man Catholic Church, This only 
awakens their prejudice and puts 
them in a bad position to be helped. 
Simply give them the truth, and 
the errors in time will take care 
of themselves. Not infrequently our 
attacks upon the Roman Catholic 
Church only expose our ignorance, 
for oftentimes they do not believe 
just what we suppose they do. It 
is frequently desirable to use a 
Roman Catholic Bible in dealing 
with a Roman Catholic. Of course 
if one is going to do that, he 
should study up the texts before- 
hand in that version. Very many 
of the texts are for all practical 
purposes the same in the Roman 
Catholic version of the Bible as in 
our own, One of the chief differ- 
ences is that they translate “re- 
pent,” “do penance.” 


II. Jews 


A great many Jews today are in- 
quiring into the claims of Jesus 
the Nazarene, and are open to 
approach upon this subject. The 
best way to deal with a Jew is 
to show him that his own Bible 
points to Jesus as the Christ. 
Among the most useful passages 
for this purpose is Isaiah 53 (the 
entire chapter). 


“And after threescore and two 
weeks shall Messiah be Cut: off, 
but not for himself: and the 
people of the prince that shall 
come shall destroy the city and 
the sanctuary; and the end thereof 
shall be with a flood, and unto the 
end of the war desolations are 
determined.”—Dan, 9:26. 


“And I will pour upon the house 
of David, and upon the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem, the spirit of grace 
and of supplications: and they 
shall look upon me whom they 
have pierced, and they shall mourn 
for him, as one mourneth for his 
only son, and shall be in bitter- 
ness for him, as one that-is in 
bitterness for his firstborn.’”— 
Zech. 12:10. 

“But thou, Beth-lehem Ephra- 
tah, though thou: be little among 
the thousands of Judah, yet out 
of thee shall he come forth unto 
me that is to be ruler of Israel; 
whose goings forth have been from 
old, from everlasting.”—Micah 5:2. 

If the Jew objects that these 
passages are different in his He- 
brew Bible, do not allow yourself 
to be put off in this way, for 
they are not. He may say that 
Isaiah 53 does not refer to the 
Messiah. In that case ask him to 
whom it does refer. If he is a well- 
posted Jewish  controversialist, 
very likely he will say, to suf- 
fering Israel. If he does say so, 
go through the chapter and show 
that it cannot refer to suffering 
Israel, because the one who suf- 
fers is plainly suffering for the 
sins of another, Isaiah 53:4, 5, and 
8, and the other for whom he is 
suffering is God’s people Israel; 
so of course the sufferer cannot 
himself be Israel. 


The whole book of Hebrews is 
excellent to use with a Jew, es- 
pecially the ninth and tenth chap- 
ters, and the seventh chapter, the 
25th to the 28th verses. 

The great difficulty in the way 
of the Jew coming out as a Chris- 
tian, is the terrific persecution 
which he must endure if he does. 
Undoubtedly it costs a great deal 
today for a Jew to become a Chris- 
tian, but if he brings up this ques- 
tion as he undoubtedly will, show 
him the passages already given 
under the head of those who are 
afraid of persecution, Chapter VII, 
Sec. XII. 


III. Spiritualists 

Many people who call. them- 
selves Spiritualists, claim to be- 
lieve in the Bible. Such persons 
make a great deal of Samuel’s ap- 
pearing to Saul, I Samuel 28:11- 
20. It is not necessary to deny that 
Samuel really appeared to Saul, 
but show the one with whom you 
are dealing what the result was 
to Saul, of thus consulting one 
who had a familiar spirit. 

A good passage to use in deal- 
ing with all. Spiritualists, is I 
Chronicles 10:13, 14: 

“So Saul died for his transgres- 
sion which he committed against 
the Lord, even against the word 
of the Lord, which he kept not, 
and also FOR ASKING COUN- 
SEL OF ONE THAT HAD A 
FAMILIAR SPIRIT, to enquire 
of it; And enquired not of the 
Lord: therefore he-slew him, and 
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Personal Work in Soul Winning 
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turned the kingdom unto David 
the son of Jesse.” 

Another excellent. passage 
Isaiah 8:19, 20: | 

“And when they shall say unto 
wou, SEEK UNTO.THEM THAT 
HAVE FAMILIAR SPIRITS, and 
unto wizards that peep,.and that 
autter: should not a people seek 
unto thei God? for the living to 
the dead? TO THE LAW AND TO 
THE TESTIMONY: if they speak 
not according to this word, it is 
because THERE IS NO LIGHT 
IN THEM.” 


First John 4:1-3 is also a useful 
passage, as it brings out how not 
all spirits are to be believed. Second 
Thessalonians 2:9-12 is also use- 
ful. All these passages can be fol- 
lowed up by: 

“Regard not them that have 
familiar spirits, neither seek after 
wizards, to be defiled by them: 
I am the Lord your God.”—Lev. 
19:31. 

“And the soul that turneth after 
such as have familiar spirits, and 
ofter wizards, to go a whoring 
after them, I will even set my 
face against that soul, and will cut 
him off from among his people.” 
—Lev. 20:6. 

“There shall not be _ found 
among you any one that maketh 
his son or his daughter to pass 
through the fire, or that useth 
divination, or an observer of times, 
or an enchanter, or a witch, Or a 
charmer, OR A CONSULTER 
WITH FAMILIAR SPIRITS, or a 
wizard, or a necromancer. For all 
that do these things are an abom- 
ination unto the Lord: and be- 
cause of these abominations the 
Lord thy God doth drive them out 
from before thee.’—Deut. 18:10- 
12. 

“Manasseh was twelve years old 
awhen he began to reign, and 
reigned fifty and five years im 
Jerusalem. And his mother’s name 
was Hephzibah. And he did that 
which was evil in the sight of the 
Lord, after the abominations of 
the heathen, whom the Lord cast 
out before the children of Israel. 

“And he made his son pass 
through the fire, and observed 
times, and used enchantments, 
AND DEALT WITH FAMILIAR 
SPIRITS AND WIZARDS: he 
wrought much wickedness in the 
sight of the Lord, to provoke him 
to anger.’—II Kings 21:1, 2, 6. 

These passages all show how God 
regards consulting spiritualists 
and mediums.

IV, Christian Scientists 

Many people in our day are be- 
ing led astray into Christian 
Science, and we need to be ready 
to help them. Most Christian 
Scientists claim to believe’ the 
Bible. Take them to I John 4:1-3: 

“Beloved, believe not every 
spirit, but try the spirits whether 
they are of God: because many 
false prophets are gone out into 
the world. Hereby know ye the 
Spirit of God: Every spirit that 
CONFESSETH THAT JESUS 
CHRIST IS COME IN THE 
FLESH is of God: And EVERY 
SPIRIT THAT CONFESSETH 
NOT THAT JESUS CHRIST IS 
COME IN THE FLESH IS NOT 
OF GOD: and this is that spirit 
of antichrist, whereof ye have 
heard that it should come; and 
even now already is it im the 
world.” 

This passage strikes at the very 
foundation of Christian Science. 
Christian Science denies as one of 
its fundamental postulates, the 
reality of matter, and_ the 
reality of the body, and of neces- 
sity the reality of the incarnation. 
Show them by this passage that 
the Bible declares that every 
spirit that confesses not Jesus 
Christ come in the flesh, is not 
of God, but is the spirit of anti- 
christ. Christian Science also 
. denies the doctrine of substitu- 
tion. Of course many Christian 
Scientists are not aware of this 
«fact, for it is the common practice 
in leading one into Christian 
‘Science, not to let him see at 
~once all that is involved in it. 
Therefore take the one with whom 
you are dealing to such passages 
as the following: 

“For he hath made him to be 
sin for us, who knew no sin; that 
we might be made the righteous- 
ness of God in him.”—II Cor. 5:21. 

“Christ hath redeemed us from 
the curse of the law,, BEING 


MADE A CURSE FOR US: for 
it is written, Cursed is every one 
that hangeth on a tree.”’—Gal, : 
13. 

“Who his own self bare our sins 
in his own body on the tree, that 
we, being dead to sins, should live 
unto righteousness: by. whose 
stripes ye were healed.’—I Pet. 
2:24. 

“And almost all things are by 
the law purged with blood; and 
WITHOUT SHEDDING OF 
BLOOD is no remission.’ —Heb. 9: 
22. 

In these passages the doctrine 
of substitution is clearly brought 
out. 

The average Christian Scientist, 
in defending his position, makes 
a great deal of the fact that the 
Christian Scientists have physical 
cures. Of this fhere can be no 
question. Many people are better 
physically because of Christian 
Science treatment, so it is neither 
necessary nor wise to deny the 
reality of all their cures. Admit 
the cure, and then show that the 
fact that one cures sickness proves 
nothing for the truth of the posi- 
tion he holds, or for his accept- 
ance before God. Use for this 
purpose the following passages: 

“Many will say to me im that 
day, Lord, Lord, have we not pro- 
phesied in thy name? and in thy 
name have cast out devils? and in 
thy name done many wonderful 
works? And then will I profess 
unto them, I never knew you: de- 
part from me, ye that work in- 
iquity.”—Matt. 7:22, 23. 

“And then shall that Wicked be 
revealed, whom the Lord shall con- 
sume with the spirit of his mouth, 
and shall destroy with the bright- 
ness of his coming: Even him, 
whose coming is AFTER THE 
WORKING OF SATAN WITH 
ALL POWER AND SIGNS AND 
LYING WONDERS.”’—II Thess. 
236,23 

“And no marvel; for Satan him- 
self is transformed into an angel 
of light. Therefore it is no great 
thing if his ministers also .:be 
transformed as the ministers of 
righteousness; whose end shall be 
according to their works.’—IlI 
Cor 31:14, 15; 


V. Followers of False Prophets 


New false prophets are con- 
stantly rising, and it is impossible 
to mention them all by name, 
furthermore they oftentimes dis- 
appear as rapidly as they appear, 
but practically the same method 
of treatment will serve to help. 


1. First show the deluded one 
Christ’s own warning that false 
Christs and false prophets would 
arise. For this purpose use Mark 
10:22, 20: 

“For false Christs and false 
prophets shall rise, and shall shew 
signs and-wenders, to seduce, if 
it were possible, even the elect. 
But take ye heed: behold, I have 
foretold you all things.” 


Dwell upon the point that the 
fact that they heal the sick, and 
perform other wonders is no proof 
at all that they are not false pro- 
phets, that Christ distinctly fore- 
told that the false Christs and the 
false prophets would do these 
things. 

2. Then give them the following 
five rules by which they can 
escape every snare of the false 
prophet. 


(1) The first rule is found in 
John 7:17, a will wholly surrend- 
ered to God. 

“If any man will do his will, 
he shall know of the doctrine, 
whether it be of God, or whether 
I speak of myself.” 

Make this point very clear, for 
many of these people claim to have 
wholly surrendered their wills to 
God, but question them unspar- 
ingly on this point, and oftentimes 
you will find that the will is not 
surrendered, 


(2) The second rule is found in 
II Timothy 3:13-17. This rule is 
a careful study of the Word of 
God, and a thorough comparison 
of any one’s claims to be a pro- 
phet, or a Christ, or the Messen- 
ger of the Covenant, or John the 
Baptist, or anything of that sort, 
with the teachings of the Word of 
God. The followers of false pro- 
phets generally make a hobby of 
some few verses in the Bible, and 
do not study the book as a whole. 

(3) The third rule is found in 


James 1:5-7, 
wisdom. | 

“If: any of you lack wisdom, 
let him ask of God, that giveth to 
all. men liberally, and upbraideth 
not; and it shall be given him. But 
let him ask in faith, not waver- 
ing. For he that wavereth is like 
\a wave of the sea driven with the 
wind and tossed. For let not that 
man think..that he shall receive 
anything, of the Lord.” 

Of course the prayer must be 
sincere, with a readiness to follow 
the leading of God. Many pray 
for guidance and still go on in 
delusion, but the prayer is not 
sincere. They ask for guidance, but 
do not utterly renounce their own 
wisdom and wait upon God for 
His wisdom. Very many have been 
led out of the error of following 
various false prophets when they 
in utter self-distrust have gone to 
God for light and guidance. 


(4) The fourth rule is found in 
Matthew 23:8-10; call no man 
master, 


“But be not ye called Rabbi: for 
one is your Master, even Christ; 
and all ye are brethren. And call 
no man your father upon the earth: 
for one is your Father, which is 
in heaven. Neither be ye called 
masters: for one is your Master, 
even Christ.” 

Call no man Master, acknowl- 
edge no man as an absolute and 
final authority, accept the author- 
ity of no one, and nothing but 
Christ and the Bible, in matters 
of faith and religion. It is well to 
dwell upon this point, for this is 
the very point at which many are 
led astray, the swallowing of some 
man whole, with all his arrant 
pretensions. The natural selfish 
heart of man craves some man to 
do our thinking for us in matters 
of religion, and this makes men 
ready to swallow whole the teach- 
ings of some:man. It is this that 
gives power to popery, priestcraft, 
Christian Science, Mormonism, 
and all similar delusions. 

(5) The fifth rule is found in 
Proverbs 29:25; be afraid of no 
man. 

“The fear of man bringeth a 
snare: but whoso putteth his trust 
in the Lord shall be safe.” 

Many a false prophet keeps his 
power over people through fear. 
While they do not more than half 
believe in him, they are afraid if 
they leave he will in some way 
bring’ sickness or some _ other 
curse upon them. Very likely the 
one with whom you are dealing 
will be in this very position. Show 
them how clearly they are in a 
wrong position, the very fact that 
they are afraid of the man prov- 
ing this. Show the deluded man 
that the Holy Spirit is “not a 
spirit of fear, but of power, and 
of love, and of a sound mind.” If 
the deluded person insists that 
the false prophet does his work in 
the name of Christ and succeeds, 
and therefore must be accepted 
of God, turn him to Matthew 7: 
22, 23. This shows very clearly 
that one may even cast out devils 
in the name of the Lord, and yet 
be one whom He never knew. 

It is well in dealing with those 
who are under the spell of a false 
prophet, to be able to show them 
what the marks of a false prophet 
are. The first and most common 
of these is a greed for money. To 
show this, use Titus 1:10, 11, and 
II Peter 2:3: 

“For there are many unruly and 
vain talkers and deceivers, speci- 
ally they of the circumcision: 
Whose mouths must be stopped, 
who subvert whole houses, teach- 
ing things which they ought not, 
FOR FILTHY LUCRE’S SAKE.” 

“And THROUGH COVETOUS- 
NESS shall they with feigned 
words make merchandise of you: 
whose judgment now of a long 
time lingereth not, and their dam- 
nation slumbereth not.” 


Make it very clear if the pre- 
tended prophet is trying to get 
money from the people (as usually 
he very clearly is), that that in 
itself is a mark that he is a false 
prophet. A second mark of the 
false prophet is vaunting one’s 
self. To show the deluded one this, 
use Jude 16 and I Corinthians 13: 
4 (R.V.): 


“These are murmurers, com- 
plainers, walking after their own 
lusts; and THEIR MOUTH 
SPEAKETH GREAT SWELLING 
WORDS, having men’s persons in 
admiration because of advantage.” 

“Love suffereth long, and is 
kind; love envieth not; love vaunt- 


prayer to God for 


eth not itself, is not puffed up.” 


A third mark of the false pro- 
phet is the claim to an authority 
that Jesus Christ forbade any man 
ascribing to himself. To show this 
to some person who is in the snare 
of the false prophet, use Matthew 
23 :8, 12. 

A fourth mark of a-false pro- 
phet, is a false application — of 
Scripture either to himself, or to 
places with which he is connected. 
Thus for example, the Mormons 
take passages which apply to 
Israel, and apply them to their 
own Zion. When any place under 
the false prophet’s control is 
named for some Bible place, and 
Scriptural promises referring to 
the literal Bible place are applied 
to the place under the prophet’s 
control, just show the one who is 
being deceived by this sort of thing 
how utterly unwarranted such an 
application is. 

Fifth, there is usually an untrue 
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note somewhere in the doctrine 
taught by the false prophet. He 
may teach a good deal that is, 
Biblical and true, but somewhere 
he betrays his satanic 
origin. The points at which this 
false note of doctrine are most 
likely ‘to be found, are on the 
doctrine of future punishment, 
the matter of the use of meats, or 
upon legalism of some form—the 
observation of the seventh day, 
the matter of tithes or something 
of that sort. In the matter of 
future punishment, false prophets 
generally go off sooner or later 
into either annihilationism or res- 
torationism or a combination of 
the two. 


After all, the most important 
thing to do in dealing with one 
who is under a delusion, is to 
bring forward the fundamental, 
saving truth of the Gospel, salva- 
tion through the atoning work and 
upon the single condition of faith 
in Jesus Christ. Oftentimes error, 
like typhoid fever, has to be left 
to take its course and work itself 
out. I know many men today who 
are out in a clear Christian ex- 
perience, who for a while were 
completely under the control of 
some of our modern false prophets, 
even thinking that all who did not 
agree with them were utterly 
wrong, and saying so in the most 
bitter terms; but in answer to 
prayer, and the study of the Word 
of God, God has led them out of 
the darkness into the light.
